BANGKOK,  Thailand,  Jan  3 — Pro-Com- 
munist rebels  in  Laos  today  wamed  that 
any  armed  intervention  by  the  United  Na- 
tions “under  the  United  States”  would  be  re- 
garded as  aggression. 

The  United  States  already  has  put  mil- 
itary forces  in  the  Pacific  on  the  alert  as 
the  result  of  reiiorts  of  increasing  foreign 
Communist  intenention  in  the  Southeast 
Asian  kingdom.  Diplomat  observers  said  the 
crisis  has  reached  its  “gravest”  point. 

THE  WARNING  WAS  made  by  the  Com- 
munist Pathet  Lao  radio  and  relayed  by  the 
official  Chinese  Communist  New  China  News 
Agency. 

Russia’s  official  news  agency,  Tass,  re- 
ported that  the  pro-Communist  “govern- 
ment” had  cabled  a waraing  to  U.N.  Secre- 
tary General  Dag  Ilammarskjold  against 
“actions  in  the  United  Nations  by  unauthor- 
ized i>ersons.”  There  were  reiwrts  that  the 
pro-western  government  of  Pnnee  Boun  Oum 
had  instructed  Laotian  delegate  Sisouk  Na 
Champassak  in  New  York  to  protest  against 
foreign  Communist  intervention  in  Laos. 

(THE  r.N.  OVERNIGHT  duty  officer 
in  New  York  said  lie  knew  of  no  such  protest 
being  filed.  Hammaiskjold  is  scheduled  to 
leave  this  evening  for  Africa.)

“U.N.  INTERVENTION  in  the  Laotian 
question  under  the  United  States  would  never 
b ejiermitted.”  the  Red  Laotian  radio  was 
quoted  as  saying. 

Other  Peiping  broadcasts  reported  that 
Souphanouvong.  i.,ao’s  so-called  “Red  Prince,” 
had  invited  refugee  neutralist  ex-premier 
Prince  Souvanna  Pliouma  to  end  his  self-exile 
in  Canil)odia  and  retum  as  soon  as  possible 
to  “lead  the  royal  government  and  the  armed 
forces.” 

SOUPH.VNOUVON(;.  a half-brother  to 
Souvanna  and  leader  of  tlie  Communist  Path- 
et Lao  underground,  also  predicted  victory 
for  his  Soviet-backed  foix^es  in  the  battle  for 
the  Southeast  Asian  kingdom. 

President  F^isenhower  approved  an  in- 
crease in  “military  readiness”  of  U.S.  forces 
in  the  Pacific  following  an  unusual  holiday 
meeting  with  his  top  military-  and  diplomatic 
advisei’s  in  Washington.

Hinckleys  Give  $25,000 
To  Scholarship  Fund 


An  additional  $25,000  was 
awarded  to  the  Edwin  Smith 
Hinckley  scholarship  fund  at 
Brigham  Young  University  by 
members  of  the  Hinckley  family 
for  the  Edward  John  Noble 
Foundation. 

THE  FAMILY  committee  call- 
ing on  President  Ernest  L.  Wil- 
kinson to  make  the  presentation 
of  the  check  included  Robert  H. 
Hinckley  of  Washington,  D.C.; 
G.  Marion  Hinckley,  Utah  Coun- 
ty Commissioner;  Frederick  R. 
Hinckley  of  Salt  Lake  City;  and 
Claude  W.  Hinckley,  Provo. 

The  Edwin  Smith  Hinckley 
scholarship  fund  was  established 
by  an  original  $25,000  gift  from 
the  Hinckley  family  in  July  1954 
in  memory  of  the  Utah  educator 
and  his  wife. 

AFTER  THE  initial  grant, 
Edward  J.  Noble,  founder  of  the 
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Life-Savers  Corp.,  and  the 
American  Broadcasting  Co.,  gave 
another  $25,000  to  this  fund  in 
1958.  Since  his  death,  a founda- 
tion has  been  established  for 
philanthropic  purposes.  Another 
$25,000  was  donated  to  BYU 
last  March. 

The  award  to  the  scholarship 
fund  makes  a total  of  $100,000 
which  the  Hinckley  family  and 
Mr.  Noble  have  contributed  to 
the  university. 

ROBERT  H.  Hinckley,  vice 
president  of  American  Broad- 
casting Co.-Paramount  Theatres, 
Inc.,  is  now  a trustee  of  the  Ed- 
ward John  Noble  Foundation. 
The  first  gift  from  Mr.  Noble 
was  made  at  the  request  of  Rob- 
ert H.  Hinckley  when  he  was 
vice  president  of  the  American 
Broadcasting  Co. 

He  and  Mr.  Noble  had  been 
friends  since  1938  when  the  two 
were  appointed  by  President 
Roosevelt  to  the  Civil  Aeronau- 
tics Authority. 

“Mr.  Noble  was  interested  in 
contributing  to  this  scholarship 
fund  because  of  his  belief  that 
BYU  is  uniquely  set  up  to  de- 
velop qualities  of  leadership,” 
Mr.  Hinckley  said.
